ANNUAL  REPORT  - I 963 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Disley  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963 

The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  increased  from  3?230  in  1962  to  3*320  in  1963*  There 
were  65  live-births  which  is  easily  the  hi.ghest  number  ever 
recorded  In  Disley  in  any  year.  The  corrected  birth-rate  was  21.6 
per  thousand  population  compared  with  l8«2  for  England  and  Wales, 
There  were  no  infant  deaths  and  no  still- births  curing  the  year. 

There  were  39  deaths  and  the  corrected  death-rate  was  10.4  per 
thousand  population  - the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  12.2  per  thousand  population.  There  was  one  death  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  9 deaths  from  coronary  disease. 

There  were  2p  cases  of  measles  notified  compared  with  10  in 
1962,  this  increase  in  alternate  years  conforms  with  the  natural 
pattern  of  this  illness.  Otherwise  notifications  of  infectious 
illness  were  exceptionally  few  in  number  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  acute  poliomyelitis. 
There  was  one  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with  two 
in  1962. 


In  July  1963  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 
became  law.  The  object  of  the  Act  is  to  secure  the  safety,  health 
and  welfare  of  people  employed  in  these  premises.  The  requirement 
to  register  affected  premises  came  into  force  on  1st  May,  1964,  and 
the  main  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  August  1964. 

All  premises  affected  by  the  Act  will  be  visited  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  but  the  completion  of  the  inspections  will 
obviously  take  a considerable  time.  In  the  meantime  occupiers  of 
affected  premises  are  legally  responsible  for  complying  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  from  the  effective  date  and  should  take  all 
necessary  steps  at  once  without  waiting  for  the  official  inspection. 

In  conclusion  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interes 
in  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  community.  I should  al 
like  to  thank  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  a 
all  times.

PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OP  THE  AREA 


The  area  is  hilly  in  character  with  a wealth  of  pleasantly  wooded  slopes 
rising  from  a level  of  400  ft.,  at  the  River  Goyt,  to  the  highest  point  of  1,013  ft 
above  mean  sea  level.  On  the  northwest  boundary,  the  residential  area  of 
Jacksons  Edge  follows  roughly  the  line  of  the  700  ft.  contour.

Laboratory  Facilities  are  available  at  the  Jr'ublic  Health  Laboratory  at  Mo  ns  alio 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and 
administered  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities  A 24  hour  Ambulance  Service  is  available,  being  provided 
by  the  Stockport  Corporation  and  Derbyshire  County  Council  on  an  agency  basis. 
In  addition,  a sitting  case  ambulance  is  available. 

Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  is  one  District  Nurse  in  the  Area  who  undertakes 
general  nursing  and  one  midwife. 


Home  Help  Service.  Home  helps  are  available  in  cases  of  illness,  confinement, 
old  age,  etc.  Home  helps  have  been  employed  during  the  year  in  the  following 
cases  in  Disley.

Diphtheria  Immunisation,  Who  op  ing  Cough  and  r'oliomyolit  is  Vaco  inalpiqn^ 

Special  arrangements  are  made  for  immunisation  to  be  performed  at  the 
end  of  each  welfare  session.  In  addition  immunisation  is  carried  out  free 
of  charge  by  general  medical  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  An  annual 
visit  is  made  to  the  one  primary  school  in  the  district  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  diphtheria  booster  injections. 

Chiropody  Service 

Financial  help  in  obtaining  chiropody  treatment  is  given  on  medical 
recommendation  to  persons  aged  65  years  and  over,  persons  registered  as 
physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers.  Treatment  is  given  by  a 
chiropodist  chosen  by  the  patient. 

Club  for  Physically  Handicapped  Persons. 

A social  club  for  physically  handicapped  persons  meets  every  other  week 
at  Han el  Grove.  Transport  is  provided  in  the  majority  of  cases  by  members  of 
the  W.V.S.  In  addition  a handicrafts  section  meets  once  monthly.

Welfare  foods  are  on  sale  at  the  Council  Offices,  Disley  from  Monday 
to  Friday  and  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Tuesday 
afternoon  every  month. 

Services  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 

Hospitals.  There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Rural  District,  and  patients  from  this 
area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted  to  hospitals 
outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases  other  than  smallpox, 
are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital.  Facilities  for  smallpox  cases 
are  provided  at  Ellswick  Leys  Smallpox  Hospital,  Lancashire,  and  at  the  Ainsworth 
Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases.  Special  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatmeu 
of  tuberculosis  and  venereal  diseases  are  held  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Stepping  Hill 
Hospital  and  Great  Egerton  Street,  Stockport,  respectively.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

1.  Water . The  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  and  District 
Water  Board.  The  Board  consists  of  representatives  of  the  Stockport 
County  Botorough  Council,  the  Urban  District  Councils  of  Bredbury 
and  Romiley,  Marple,  New  Mills,  Alder ley  Edge,  Cheadle  and  Gatley, 
Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall,  Whaley  Bridge,  and  Wilmslow,  and  the 
Rural  District  Council  of  Di.s3.ey  ("the  constituent  councils")  and 
the  Cheshire  County  Council. 

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  Disley  Rural  District  are  connected 
to  the  mains  but  a few  farms  and  isolated  houses  situated  on  high 
ground  are  supplied  by  natural  wells  and  springs,  a few  having 
boreholes.  The  situation  of  these  premises  and  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  land  render  the  cost  of  laying  mains 
prohibitive  and  an  almost  impossible  task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated, 
filtered  and  chlorinated,  it  is  subject  to  frequent  bacteriolog- 
ical examination  and  chemical  analysis  by  the  Board  and  has 
proved  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  Fluoridation  is  not 
carried  out.  The  main  road  and  lower  areas  of  the  district  are 
supplied  from  Kinder  and  the  higher  part  from  the  Goyt  Valley 
supply.  Three  samples  of  water  drawn  from  taps  in  private  houses 
and  a school  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall, 
for  b acter iological  examination  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is 
sewered  and  two  sewage  disposal  works  are  owned  by  the  Council,, 
Most  houses  are  connected  to  the  sewers  and  those  properties 
which  are  not  are  in  isolated  positions.

of  the  district,  and  the  Bollinhurst  Brook  is  the  south-westerly 
boundary.

3.  Public  Cleansing  A direct  labour  refuse  collection  service  is 
operated  by  the  Council  an  d has  functioned  reasonably  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  in  spite  of  difficulties  in  obtaining  suitable  labour. 
Refuse  and  the  contents  of  pail  closets  have  been  collected  each 
fortnight.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly,  for  'which  the  Council 
make  an  appropriate  charge. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Council's  tip  in  Greensha.il  Lane,  Disley.  After  discharge  the  refuse 
is  raked  over  and  covered  by  a layer  of  overburden  sand  and  the  face 
of  the  tip  is  also  dressed  with  sand. 

6.  Rodent  Control  A Rodent  Operator  is  employed  on  five  half  days 
in  each  alternate  week.  Regular  inspections  and  treatments  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tip  have  been  carried  out  and  surveys 
for  the  detection  and  eradication  of  rodents  in  other  parts  of  the 
district.  48  infestations  of  private  property  and  9 business  premises 
were  treated.  There  were  no  major  infestations.

9.  Camping  Sites  There  is  one  permanent  camping  site  in  the 
district  which  is  occupied  during  the  summer  months  only  by 
members  of  a National  Girls'  Organisation.  The  camp  is  well 
managed . 

10.  Noise  Successful  informal  action  was  taken  in  connection 
with  a nuisance  from  noise  emanating  from  a small  woodcutting 
and  chopping  factory. 

11.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963-  One  application 
for  a Licence  was  received  and  inspections  of  the  premises  were 
made  in  company  with  officers  of  the  Cheshire  Fire  Brigade  and 
the  Royal  Society  for  the  prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

The  operative  date  of  the  Act  was  1st  January,  196^.
